Agency shall be exempted from the i>rovisions of section 654 of 
Title 5/^ and the provisions of any other law v/hich require the 
publication or disclosure of the organization, functions, names, 
official titles, salaries, or numbers of personnel employed by the 
Agency: Provided, That in furtherance of this section, the Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget shall make no reports to tlie Congress 
in connection with the Agency under section 947(b) of Title 5.^® 
Sec. 7. Whenever the Director, the Attorney General, and

403h. ‘ the Commissioner of Immigration shall determine that the entry 
of a particular alien into the United States for permanent residence 
is in the interest of national security or essential to the furtherance 
of the national intelligence mission, such alien and his inunediate 
family shall be given entry into the United States for pennanent 
residence without regard to their inadmissibility under the immi- 
gration or any other laws and regulations,®^ or to the failure to 
comply with such laws and regulations pertaining to admissibility; 
Provided, That the number of aliens and members of tlieir imme- 
diate families entering the United States under the authority of this 
section shall in no case exceed one hundred persons in any one

APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec. 8. (a) Notwithstanding any other provisions of law, sums 
made available to the Agency by appropriation or otherwise may be 
expended for purposes necessary to caiTy out its fu.nctions,^^ 
including — ; 

(1) personal services, including personal services without regard 
to limitations on types of j^ersons to be employed, and rent at the 
scat of goveniment and elsewhere; health-service programs as au- 
thorized by section 150 [now section 7901] of Title 5;^^ rental of 
news-rex)orting services; x^urchase or rental and opraation of x>hoto- 
gniX>hic, rt‘]')roduction, cryxjlogr^iX)hic, dux^Iication and 'printing vaa- 
cliincs, eexuix^ment and devices, and radio-receiving and radio-send- 
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ia3GrSI*ATIVK XilSTOlXY 

Subseciion 5 (o) (6) provides for iho cost of prt^peirlng ^;nd frcmoorlinrj 
to their former homes in the Uniied Steies ihe remcilns of en officer or em- 
ployee ano* of the members of his femily v/ho rney die abro^jcl, ena tor iho 
ordinary costs of interment, (Section 9! I (8), Foreign Service Act.) 

‘ Subsection 5 (a) (7) provides for the costs of travel of nev/ appointees 
and their dependents f'^om their place of actual residence abroad to their 
place of employment by the Agency, end safeguards ere addeo to provide 
for reimbursemer't to the United States if the employee doss not remain 
with the Government for a minimum. period of 12 months. This provision 
is included to permit the Agency to recruit foreign nationals abroad v/hero 
American personnel is not available (particularly in the iitild of translaiion), 
and only experienced foreign national language experts ere qualified to 

perform the required duties. . - ^ - 

Subsection 5 (b) provides for allowances similar to those given to For- 
eign Service officers and employees, including living quarters allov^'ance. 
cost-of-living allowances, extraordinary expenses and others. These al- 
lowances are controlled by regulations prescribed by the President. (Secs. 

901 (I) emd 901 (2). Foreign Service Act.) 

Subsection 6 (a) provides for the annual financing of Agency operations 
without impairing security. . : * 

Subsection 6 (b) exempts the Agency from tlie provisions of existing 
lav/ v/hich prohibit exchange of funds by any disbursing oificcr otner then 
exchange of gold, silver,- United States notes, and national bant noios. 

This will permit Agency disbursing officers to exchange foreign funds for 

other foreign funds. . c • ; 

. Subsection 6 (c) provides for the assignment of personnel of other Gov- 
ernment agencies to the Agency end the reimbursement of these agencies 
for such services. , , . : 

... Subsection 6.(d) authorizes official Agency couriers to carry firearms 
v/hen engaged in the, transportation of documents and rnaierials ^/hicn 
effect the national security. 

Subsection 6 (e) exempts the Agency from limitations which, under ex- 
isting law, permit no more than 25 percent of the first years rental For 
leased property to be spent on permanent improvements, and also furth- 
er Imposes a limitation of 15 percent of the fair marF:et value of the prop- 
erty es e rental which may be paid. This will enable the Agency to spend 

funds for special installations in leased premises- 

Section 7 exempts the Agency from the provisions of 5' United Stefes 
Codc 654, v/hich require publication of personnel data^ in the Official 
Register of the United Stales. Section 7 also exempts the Bureau of the 
Budget from including in its public report to the Congress iho Agency *s 
personnel strength. 

Section 8 provides that v/henever the Director and tI-o Atlorncy Gen- 
eral determine that the entry of an alien for perrijanor,] residence inlo tlta 
United States Is essential to the fur therance of Jhe 

mission, such alien and his immediate family shall be given entry into the

In order to eliminate any question which might arise as to the authority 
of the Attorney Genera! to deport suclr persons who might at a later 
date prove undesirable,*' words ''pertaining to admissibihty are inserted 
after the v/ord 'Vegulations/*. as it appears in this section. This assures 
that the only provisions of law affected byithls section are those regarding 
the admissibility of aliens.- It does not apply to any provisions of law ra-

Section 9 provides authorization for the establishment threa posi- 
.tions in the scientific and tho professional service of the Agency. These 
three positions ore established for the employment of outstanding men in 
tho scientific field of foreign sciontific intelligenco. , Similar legisiarion 
was passed by the Eightieth Congress for comparable positions in ihe Na- 
tional Military Establishment... Tho’sectlon establishes a salary minimum of 
$10,000 and a maximum of $15,000 per annum. 

Subsection 10 (a) establishes a point of reference to which the adminis- 
trative cind fiscof officers of the Agency and other appropriate bfricers of 
tho Government may look to determine what expenditures are aufnorized 
for the activities of the Agency. It permits sums made available io the 
Agency to be expended for the purposes set forth In the section. This 
seefion is* necessary in view of the requirements of existing law or Comp- 
troller General’s decisions, which -specify that such expenditures are not 
permissiblo unless authorized by law. . . 

Subsection 10 (b) permits’ the Agency to expend sums made availebb 
to It v/Ithout regard to provisions of law. It also permits the expendituro 
of funds for confidential purposes, to be accounted for solely by cer- 
tification of the Director. . - . • - 

Sections II and 12 are the usual separability and shori-tiHe sections.-
